not great enough to spoil it. So I seldom 
culled Ike’s ties.

As to government aid, it is true that 
American shipping in Colonial times was 
materially assisted by the Government 
Perhaps it was assisted by the Government 
to as great a degree as any merchant ma- 
rine has ever been since that time. But 
the Government did not intend to assist it 
The Government, in fact, cherished an op- 
positeintention. Broadly speaking, British 
navigation laws were designed to help Brit- 
ish ships and hurt others 

For example, those laws forbade the 
Colonies to ship tobacco directly) to a for 
eign port and to import Spanish iron di- 
rectly—Spain then being a chief source of 
supply for the best iron. The tobacco must 
be exported to England; the iron imported 
thence. These restrictions lowered the price 
of Colonial tobacco in England and raised 
the price of Spanish iron here. So, when a 
good Colonial ship, in defiance of Britis! 
law, ran a cargo of tobacco directly to Spain 
and brought home a cargo of iron she earned 
an extra profit on both legs of the voyage 

That was a fine stimulant to native ship- 
ping. Moreover, the smuggling ship had 
to be fast and alert, and take tall char 
which was another fine stimulant. Later 
on, the contraband trade with Jamaica gave 
a big impetus to American shipping. The 
profits were large and the risks heavy 
both elements appealing strongly to the 
native genius tum was a staple article 
of this trade.
